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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Newly submitted claim 19 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Inventions of 
claim 19 and 14-18 are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to siphon fluid from a 
container. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention (claims 14-18), this invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 19 is withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and 
MPEP §821.03.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 

comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 

which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 

one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 

had possession of the claimed invention. New claims 14-18 have been presented 

which specify the following: 

An unclogging apparatus, comprising: 
a plunging means; 

a first tube means, in communication with said plunging means; and 

a second tube means positioned on said first tube means, adiacent to where said first tube 
means is in communication with said plunging means. 

In accordance with In re Donaldson Co., 16 F.3d 1189, 29 USPQ2d 1845 (Fed. 
Cir. 1994), which dictates how ""means for" claims are to be ir^rpreted, the claims shall 
be construed to cover the corresponding structure..^s^|^l in the specification and 
equivalents thereof." However, as originally filed the invention was claimed using 
descriptive terms and not using the "means for" language now present. Construing the 
claims to cover equivalent structures to that described in the invention constitutes 
broadening of the scope of the claims and is considered new matter. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
abstract of FR26242 13. 

The abstract describes a corrugated bulb 1 ( equivalent to the claimed plunging 
means), connected to a first tube means 4,8, and a second means 9 positioned on the 
first tube means 4,8, adjacent to where the first tube means 4,8 is in communication 
with the plunging means 1 (see figure 1/3). The second tube means 9 includes a flap 
valve 6 which operates as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
abstract of FR26242 13. 

The FR abstract is silent as to the size of the end of the first tube means and 
whether or not it would fit to an AC evaporator drain line. 
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A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the 
art. Gardner v. TEC Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 (Fed. Cir. 1984), 
cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984), the Federal Circuit held that, 
where the only difference between the prior art and the claims was a recitation of 
relative dimensions of the claimed device and a device having the claimed relative 
dimensions would not perform differently than the prior art device, the claimed device 
was not patentably distinct from the prior art device.
